Attached is Commission Exhibit No. 1003 which I identified 
in the course of the deposition of Robert G. Klause. However, 
he was unable to furnish any information with respect to it. 
Therefore, I did not offer it in evidence. 

I suggest the exhibit and its attached memorandum be 



Commission Counsel Albert Jenner would have been more precise to report not that Klause 
"was unable to furnish any information" but that he said he knew nothing about it. 

Klause also pretended to the Secret Service that he had done only part of the printing of 
the scurrilous attack on the President when he had done all of it, for his extremist 
friend Surrey. Klause went so far as to suggest his customer resembled Oswald. It may 
be he knew nothing, but neither his record nor the caliber of the pretense of an investi- 
gation inspires confidence. As of the date of this memo, what Jenner was saying is they 
filed and forgot, for at that time it was not anticipated any of the files would be 
printed or public. With 26 large volumes of space and despite sufficient official inter- 
est to fly Klause to Washington so fast he couldn't bring a change of clothes, to present 
him to the members of the Commission, none of this was published. .
